1. AT HIS REQUEST YUGOSLAV POLITICAL COUNSELOR MATIC 
CALLED ON DIRECTOR MULTILATERAL APFAIRS (10) APRIL 24 

TO DISCUSS NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT MEETING KABUL. CONVERSATION 
QUICKLY POCUSED ON CUBAN POSITION IN NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT, 

WHICH WAS MAJOR TOPIC OF CONVERSATION. 

2. MATIC COMMENTED THAT HE KNEW AMBASSADOR EAGLEBURGER 
HAD TALKED WITH MINIC ABOUT THE CUBAN PROBLEM BUT HE 

DID NOT KNOW THE DETAILS. MATIC WAS INFORMED THAT 
AMBASSADOR EAGLEBURGER HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED TO MAKE 
KNOWN US CONCERNS AND TO SEEK YUGOSLAVIA'S VIEWS ON US

MAKING THESE CONCERNS KNOWN TO MEMBERS OF NON-ALIGNED 
MOVEMENT. MINIC HAD BEEN RESPONSIVE, COMMENTING THAT 
IMPROVEMENTS IN US-SOVIET RELATIONS COULD EASE SITUATION 
AND IMPLYING THAT US SHOULD REMAIN ON SIDELINES. WE HAD 
INTERPRETED MINIC'S VIEWS AS NEITHER ENCOURAGING US 
REPRESENTATIONS NOR AS ACTIVELY DISCOURAGING THEM. 

DEPARTMENT OPPICER ADDED THAT CUBAN ACTIVITY IN APRICA 
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WAS BEGINNING TO COLOR USG THINKING ABOUT NON-ALIGNED 
MOVEMENT AND THAT WE WANTED KEY NAM MEMBERS TO KNOW THAT 
CREDIBILITY OE NAM IN US EYES COULD BE COMPROMISED BY 

CONTINUED CUBAN INTERVENTIONIST ACTIVITY AND LACK OE 
APPARENT NAM CONCERN. MATIC COMMENTED AT THIS POINT 
THAT HE WAS CONCERNED NOT ONLY ABOUT CREDIBILITY OF 
NAM BUT ALSO THAT CUBAN ACTIVITIES COULD ADVERSELY 
AFFECT ENTIRE USG ATTITUDE TOWARD THIRD WORLD WHICH HE 
BELIEVED HAD BEEN MOVING IN POSITIVE AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
MANNER. HE UNDERSTOOD US DECISION TO MAKE VIEWS KNOWN 
IN NAM CAPITALS AND MILDLY CAUTIONED ONLY THAT CAPITALS 
BE CAREFULLY SELECTED SO THAT GOVERNMENTS WOULD NOT 
INTERPRET US APPROACH AS INTERFERENCE IN NAM AFFAIRS 
AND THAT US AMBASSADORS IN THEIR REPRESENTATIONS BE 
SENSITIVE TO THIS SAME PROBLEM. 

3. TIMING OF MATIC APPROACH SEEMED INTENDED TO ENSURE

QUICKLY FOCUSED ON CUBAN POSITION IN NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT, 
WHICH WAS MAJOR TOPIC OF CONVERSATION. 

2. MATIC COMMENTED THAT HE KNEW AMBASSADOR EAGLEBURGER 
HAD TALKED WITH MINIC ABOUT THE CUBAN PROBLEM BUT HE 
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DID NOT KNOW THE DETAILS. MATIC WAS INFORMED THAT 
AMBASSADOR EAGLEBURGER HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED TO MAKE 
KNOWN US CONCERNS AND TO SEEK YUGOSLAVIA'S VIEWS ON US 
MAKING THESE CONCERNS KNOWN TO MEMBERS OF NON-ALIGNED 
MOVEMENT. MINIC HAD BEEN RESPONSIVE, COMMENTING THAT 
IMPROVEMENTS IN US-SOVIET RELATIONS COULD EASE SITUATION 
AND IMPLYING THAT US SHOULD REMAIN ON SIDELINES. WE HAD 
INTERPRETED MINIC'S VIEWS AS NEITHER ENCOURAGING US 
REPRESENTATIONS NOR AS ACTIVELY DISCOURAGING THEM. 
DEPARTMENT OFFICER ADDED THAT CUBAN ACTIVITY IN AFRICA 
WAS BEGINNING TO COLOR USG THINKING ABOUT NON-ALIGNED 
MOVEMENT AND THAT WE WANTED KEY NAM MEMBERS TO KNOW THAT 
CREDIBILITY OF NAM IN US EYES COULD BE COMPROMISED BY 

CONTINUED CUBAN INTERVENTIONIST ACTIVITY AND LACK OF 
APPARENT NAM CONCERN. MATIC COMMENTED AT THIS POINT 
THAT HE WAS CONCERNED NOT ONLY ABOUT CREDIBILITY OE 
NAM BUT ALSO THAT CUBAN ACTIVITIES COULD ADVERSELY 
AFFECT ENTIRE USG ATTITUDE TOWARD THIRD WORLD WHICH HE 
BELIEVED HAD BEEN MOVING IN POSITIVE AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
MANNER. HE UNDERSTOOD US DECISION TO MAKE VIEWS KNOWN 
IN NAM CAPITALS AND MILDLY CAUTIONED ONLY THAT CAPITALS 
BE CAREEULLY SELECTED SO THAT GOVERNMENTS WOULD NOT 
INTERPRET US APPROACH AS INTERFERENCE IN NAM AEEAIRS 
AND THAT US AMBASSADORS IN THEIR REPRESENTATIONS BE 
SENSITIVE TO THIS SAME PROBLEM.
